Greenville-Bound Trolley Car Half: 
Consumed by Fire—Hailstorm 
in Manhattan. 


A torrential rainstorm, accompanied 
by heavy thunder and vivid lightning, 
burst upon the city almost without 
warning a little after 7 o’clock last 
night. By some persons it was likened 
to a cloudburst of the Western. moun- 
tains. It caught thousands of persons 
unprotected on the streets. It caused 
untold annoyance and considerable dam- 
age. Manhattan experienced a genuine 
hailstorm. 

The lightning was so vivid that to 
many it was terrifying. The storm was 
at its height in the midtown district 
when the rain changed to hail. The 
hailstones kept getting bigger and big- 
ger. They popped up from the side- 
walk and pedestrians fled into door- 
Ways, subway entrances and under awn- 
ings.. The hailstorm lasted more than 
ten minutes. 

Steamship France Struck in Bay. 

A bolt of lightning hit the steamship 
France of the French Line as she was 
coming into Quarantine. The lightning 
shot down the foremast and knocked 
down and stunned seven sailors. Tacy 
soon recovered. The passengers of the 
ship were greatly alarmed. The France 
maintained a steady course and later 
tied up at her North River pier. 

Many of the steerage passengers were 
on deck when the lightning struck. 
When they saw it zigzaging down the 
mast, somebody screamed that the liner 
was afire. Many of the passengers 
rushed to the rails and some would 
have jumped overboard had it not been 
for the prompt action of a half dozen 
stewards who rushed among the pas- 
sengers reassuring them. 

The excitement was further increased 
when the report spread through the ves- 
sel that eight saifors had been killed by 
the lightning. The ‘stewards had hard 
work in restraining some of the ‘more 
panicky passengers. 

Most of the passengers in the first 
cabin were on the covered decks at the 
time, but they felt the shock when the 
lightning struck the mast. Many of them 

’ rushed to the outer decks. It was some- 
time before calm was restored. 

Subway trains were delayed at the 
height of the storm, when sewers ‘in 
Harlem overflowed. Surface cars In that

Before the storm broke the weather 
was very oppressive. From a minimum 
temperature of 61 degrees at 3 o'clock 
in the morning the temperature had 
risen to 84 degrees at 4 o'clock in the 
afternoon, with humidity of 80 per cent. 
recorded at that hour. A westerly wind, 
blowin® at the rate of -forty-six miles 
an hour, sprang up half an hour after 
the storm began. The extre violence 
of the storm was less than an hour in 
“duration. The rain ceased at 11:30 
o’clock in the evening. It was estimated 
that the total rainfall was about half 
an inch. 

In many parts of Harlem sidewalks 
were flooded by the water, which 
washed up the. refuse from the road- 
way with it and flowed down into cel- 
lers. Several bakeries had to suspend 
business. The water flowed duwn e 
Subway ventilators at 116th Street and 
Lenox Avenue, and poured on the south- 
bound -track. It rose within half an 
inch of the third rail. As the trains 
came into the station the lights went 
out in the cars. 

“A crowd of more than 2,000 persons, 
blocked ‘the exits and entrances to the 
Subway on both sides of the street. The 
ticket agents stopped selling tickets, and 
sent for policemen who. ordered the 
crowd to go on its way. The crowd then 
gwarmed into near-by stores, and 
stopped the transaction of any business. 

Such a quantity of water ran into the 
upper tunnel: of the Lexington Avenue 
Sunehy excavation between’ Seventy- 
second and Ninetieth Streets during the 
storm that. the pumps and drain om 
provided were wholly inadequate and the 
tunnel filled with water to a depth of 
from five to seven feet.

Frank Hennessy Saves Small For- 
tune for Waldorf Guest. 


Some of the. friends of Frank Hen- 
nessy, a broker, were congratulating 
him yesterday afternoon that in these 
days, when there is so little doing on 
the Stock Exchange and commissions 
are scarce and customers few, when 
temptation fell in his way he had the 
strength to resist it. Mr. Hennessy yes- 
terday morning picked up a negotiable 
check for $10,000 in the lobby of the 
Waldorf-Astoria. :

Included in moving papers filed yes- 
terday in the Special Term of tine Su- 
preme Court by Edith St. Clair asking 
for a new trial of her action against 
Klaw & Erlanger, alleging breach of 
contract, are three affidavits in whicn 
she admits that a judgment obtained by 
her last December against the firm for 
$22,500 resulted from perjured testimony. 
Miss St. Clair submits in her affidavits 
that she testified in accordance with in- 
structions from her counsel, Max D. 
Steuer. Sne asks that this verdict be 
set aside. Her request carries with it 
the surrender of $22,500, and is made, 
she says; in compliance with the dictates 
of her conscience.

FALLING FROM SKY, 
SAW COMRADE DIE 


Lieut. Towers, ‘Navy \ Aviator, 
Tells of Drop Into Chesapeake 
Bay--Ensign Billingsley Killed. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ANNAPOLIS, June 20.:—By the col- 
lapse of a navy  hydro-aeroplane 
manoeuvring above Chesapeake Bay to- 
day, Ensign William D. Billingsley was 
flung out and killed, while Lieut. John 
H. Towers received severe, but not 
fatal; injuries. Ensign. Billingsley was 
one of the* younger navy aviators, while 
Lieut. Towers is the ranking member of 
the aviation corps of the navy, and com- 
mands the station-here. 

Billingsley and Towers started out 
about 10 o’clock this morning for an 
experimental trip to Claiborne, Md., on 
a Wright biplane, with attached pon- 
toon, converting it into a hydro-aero- 
plane. Accompanying it was a Curtiss 
machine, with Ensign Chevalier and 
Lieut. Dortch, and. following it, though 
at a distance of several miles, was @ 
launch containing Mechanician Bronson, 
Seaman Killian and M. J. Twigg, a 
friend of Billingsley. 

When the aviators were about four 
miles off Kent Island and 1,600 feet 
above Chesapeake Bay, a sudden violent

Didn’t Mean to Sue Erlanger. 


“TI never had intended in the first 
instance that an action should be 
brought against either Mr. Erlanger or 
Klaw & Erlanger.

The front planes fell and the machine 
started like a dead bird.for the water 
below. A's it dropped, Billingsley was 
thrown out headlong, and, turning over 
and over, fell to his death. 

Lieut. Towers managed to save him- 
self from a similar fate by clinging to 
one of the uprights between the planes. 
In the hospital to-night, while he trem- 
bled all over and his head shook, he 
told the story of his terrible experience: 

“A gust of wind seemed to come up 
from below. It struck the aeroplane 
under the rear planes, and the ma- 
chine lurched violently and took an un- 
certain dive forward. .This threw Bil- 
lingsley ‘across the steering gear, and 
the lateral rudder’ planes went out of 
business. With another forward plunge 
the biplane dropped down at express 
train speed.

The officer halted to wipe the. per- 
spiration from his face, but went on: 

“When the aeroplane had dropped 
about 900 feet the front planes went 
down and under until the ship -had 
turned a complete somersault. When it 
was half way over it steadied for a min- 
ute and the force of the fall was broken 
a little, but it gathered momentum again 
and when it hit the water there was a 
terrific crash. But I kept clear of the 
engine and the planes and managed to 
come to the surface safely.” 

Although suffering great agony, ‘he 
tore loose the lashings of .one of the 
planes and bound himself fast to a pon- 
toon to prevent being drowned if he be- 
came unconscious. 

Dortch and Chevalier were in their 
Curtiss boat near the hydro-aeroplane 
when it collapsed, and, unable to render 
the slightest assistance, were forced. to 
be witnesses of the accident. 

The occupants of the launch were not 
near enough to see just what happened

The academy authorities promptly 
sent out a fleet of small craft to search 
for Billingsley’s body, but up to a late 
hour to-night it had not been found.

First Death in Navy Aviation. 


The death of Ensign Billingsley makes 
a total of eight fatalities in the army 
and navy since experiments began with 
heavier than air machines in 1908. His 
is the first fatality~in the Aviation 
Corps of the navy, while the army has 
already lost seven officers. 

The first army man killed was Lieut. 
Thomas H. Selfridge of the Signal Corps 
at Fort Myer on Sept. 17, 1908. Orville 
Wri who fell with him, was-confined 
to Big ets for several weeks.

Bruns Jumps from Washington 
Bridge Into the Harlem— 
On a Bet, He Says. 


John Bruns, a young architect, who 
lives with his mother at 777 Elsmere 
Place, the Bronx, jumped from the 
central span of the Washington Bridge, 
at 18ist Street, yesterday, and landed 
head first in the waters of the Harlem 
River. He struck the watér with such 
force that the splash was heard on the 
bridge 200 feet above, yet when h2 was 
taken from the water it was fourd that 
his only injury was a slight bruise on 
his forehead. 

Bruns says that he jumped because he 
wanted to prove to his friends that he 
was a man of nerve and also to win a 
bet- that he had made with some one 
whose name he refused.to divulge to the 
police. He denied that he intended to 
commit suicide. The police of the High- 
bridge Station were not satisfied with 
his statement, and as soon as Dr. Collins 
of Fordham Hospital had assured them 
that Bruns was uninjured they locked 
him up on a charge of attempted sui- 
cide. 

At 4 o'clock yesterday afternoon Bruns 
jumped.- There were many persons on 
the bridge at the time, and most of them 
saw the young man when he climbea 


into the water below. He prepared for 
the dive with great deliberation, walking 
from the Bronx side of the bridge to 
the centralispan very slowly. Those 
who saw him thought he was merely 
out for an afternoon stroll. 

Standing on a pier,on the Bronx side 
of the river at the time Bruns jumped 
was Policeman Stebbins. The police- 
man was off duty and was watching the 
Harlem oarsmen skim up and down the 
stream in their shells. Stebbins heard 
Screams on the bridge, and, looking up, 
saw Bruns as he plunged from the rail. 

Bruns sank beneath the water but 
soon came to the surface and waved his 
arms wildly. Stebbins in the meantime 
had jumped into a boat and rowed with 
all his strength tb the place where 
Bruns was struggling in the water. An- 
other row boat manned by two brothers 
named Becker put out soon after Steb-

MOUNT W'KINLEY 


Episcopal Archdeacon Reports 
That He Reached the 
Summit on June 7. 


EARTHQUAKES DELAYED HIM 


Had to Cut a Road for Three Miles 
Through Shattered Glacier 
—Started March 13. 


FAIRBANKS. Alaska. June 20.—The 
ascent of the highest peak of Mount 
McKinley was accomplished for the 
first time on June 7, when the party 
led by Agchdeacon Hudson Stuck, Epis- 
copal missionary for Alaska, accom- 
panied by Robert G. Tatum, Harry P. 
Karstens, and Walter Harper, reached 
the top of the south peak of the moun- 
tain, the highest on the Continent. News 
of the success of the expedition was 
received to-day by a messenger sent 
by Dr. Stuck, who is resting at the 
base camp. He expects to return to 
Fairbanks in August, and will go to 
New York in October as Delegate for 
Alaska to the General Convention of 
the Episcopal Church. 

Dr, Stuck and his assistants erected 
@ six-foot cross on the summit of the 
mountain. Observations made with the 
mercurial barometer indicated that the 
height of the mountain is 20,500 feet. 
Dr. Stuck said this could be checked by 
comparing the reading of his barometer 
with the records taken at Fort Gibbon 
on the same date. The expedition, 
which left Fairbanks on March 13, ex- 
pected to reach the summit of Mt. Mc- 
Kinley early in May, but was delayed 
three weeks in cutting a passage three 
miles long through ice thrown across 
the ridge by an earthquake last sum- 
mer. 

The party found much evidence of 
seismic disturbances on the upper 
ridges. The upper basin shows evi- 


\}dence of a violent upheaval, and the 


ridges dre badiy shattered, but the 
summits are not marred. 

Archdeacon Stuck confirmea the re- 
port of the ascent of the north peak 
by Thomas Lloyd and three companions 
in 1910, being able with field glasses to 
aoe. flagstaff erected by the Lloyd 
party. 


SEATTLE, Wash., June _20.—Archdea- 
con Hudson Stuck, the Episcopal mis- 
sionary. who set out from Fairbanks, 
Alaska, several months ago to climb 
Mount McKinley, reached thé summit 
of the highest _peak of the great mount- 
ain.on June 7, according to a private 
cable dispatch received here to-day.

Bruns had no idea that he was under 
arrest, and when they got to the shore 
he started to walk away. 

Stebbins caught him gently by the 
arm and told him he would have to go 
to the police station. Bruns did. not 
appreciate the invitation and assured 
Stebbins that he would be just as well 
pleased to have his dinner at home. 

‘“*I am awfully sorry, really,’’ replied 
Stebbins, ‘‘ but under the circumstances 
you will Kave to go with me,’’ and so 
the two, the architect dripping wet, 
trudged the few blocks to the police sta- 
tion. . 

While Stebbins had been rowing to the 
rescue of Bruns, some one had sent in a 
call for an ambulance from Fordham 
Hospital. Dr. Collins responded, with his 
pulmotor and other appliances that come 
in handy when resuscitation is neces- 
sary. The surgeon ran into the station. 

“Where is the man? Is he sstill 
alive?’’ he asked, looking about him for 
a prostrate form. 

‘*There he is,’ said Stebbins, point- 
ing to the wet architect. The doctor 
thumped Bruns and looked him over 
from head to foot and all that he found 
in the shape of an injury was the little 
bruise on the forehead. He told the 
Lieutenant that the prisoner was un- 
injured, and the Lieutenant ordered 
Bruns locked up. = 

Bruns’s mother told the police that her 
son’s health had failed as the result of 
hara study. The architect will be in the 
Morrisania Court this morning. He will 
probably be paroled in his mother’s cus- 
tody. 


ICE STRIKE ON, HEAT 103. 


Cincinnati Also Faces a Meat and 
Vegetable Famine.

CINCINNATI, June 20.—With the 
mercury up to 103 degrees the local ice 
strike is growing more serious every 
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succ ly carried a mercurial 
barometer. to the. t and made com- 
plete readings and observations, which, 
with simultaneous readings at Gibben, 
should permit a close approximation of 
the true altitude when proper correc- 
tions. are applied.

“‘The northeast ridge is the only pos- 
sible approach. to the summit. Due to 
the violent earthquakes of last July, the 
higher ridges were terribly shattered, 
and this added largely to the danger, 
difficulty, and labor of the ascent. 

‘“‘We spent three weeks, in continu- 
ous bad weather, hewing a passage 
three miles long through this side. This 
was the chief cause of delay, as we 
made rapid progress at all other stages 
of the journey. 

‘*The chief credit for our success is 
due to Karstens’s good judgment, re- 
sourcefulness, and caution. We did not 
have a single mishap.’’ 


OTHER EXPLORERS BAFFLED. 


Dr. Cook’s Exploded Claims—Par- 
ker Almost Reached the Summit. 


Mt. McKinley, the highest peak on 
the North American Continent, hitherto 
thought to be 20,300 feet high, has for 
decades been a.temptation to every am- 
bitious mountain climber, and within 
the past few years many attempts have 
been made by explorers to reach its 
summit. 

Prof. Herschel C. Parker, Professor of 
Physics in Columbia University, made 
three expeditions to Mt. McKinley. On 
his last trip he ascended to within 
300. feet of the summit. On his 
first expedition in 1906, he was ac- 
companied by Dr. Frederick A. Cook, 
the pretended discoverer of the North 
Pole, and Belmore Brown, an artist. 
They approached the mountain from the 
southeast, but found the southern slopes 
so steep that they were unable to make 
much progress. Prof. Parker, after 
waiting in vain for the snow to melt, 
returned to civilization, leaving Dr. 
Cook and Belmore Brown in Alaska. 

Dr. Cook subsequently announced 
to the world that he had made the con- 
quest of Mt. McKinley on Sept. 16, 1906, 
and had placed the American flag on 
the topmost peak of the mountain. \

DERAILER DERAILS TRAIN. 


Automatic Contrivance Works at 
Wrong Time for the Central. 


The southbound Croton local on the 
New York Central Railroad was trav- 
eling at a rate of six miles an hour yes- 
terday afternoon, when, a hundred feet 
from the Harlem River drawbridge atg 
133d Street, the rear car of the train 
was derailed. All signals had been fol- 
lowed, but, according to Supt. George 
Wilson of the Electrical Construction 
Department, an automatic derailer had 
got out of order and had caused the 
accident. The derailer was put at that 
point to save any train from going into 
the river if signals were . disregarded 
and the drawbridge was open. 

A few passengers in the derailed car 
were more or less shaken up and fright- 
ened, but they escaped injury. They 
walked back along the tracks to the 
Mott Street Station and caught another 
train eleven minutes iater. It was two 
hours before the wrecking crew got the 
car back on the tracks.

WASHINGTON, June 20.—The first 
caucus of Democratic Senators that any 
one can remember was called to order 
at 10 o’clock ‘this morning to consider 
the Tariff bill as presented with amend- 
ments by the majority members of the 
Committee on Finance. The meeting 
was short, its results unimportant; and 
its proceedings not different from the 
procedure of the less binding confer- 
ences which heretofore have sufficed for 
discussions of party policy. But it last- 
ed long. enough to show plainly that, 
though thé President is more than ever 


able to hold his party in line for the 
kind of bill he wants, the party caucus 
will not assent to his measure without a 
lively tussle.

Tax Exemptions for Cities. 


The income tax provision is stil ‘in- 
complete; and the caucus proposes to 
sit only in the mornings, so that the 
committee may work on the tax section 
in the afternoons. The committee prac- 
tically decided to-day on one amend-. 
ment of gréat importance to cities like 
New York having a direct financial in- 
terest in the profits of their traction 
companies. That amendment will 
exempt the income of property which 
really accrues to a municipality from 
the operation of the tax. Senator J. 
Harnilton Lewis of Illinois presented a 
protest from Chicago to-day against 
the expected burden the tax would im- 
pose on that city’s revenues from the 
street car companies. He was assured | 
that the matter would be taken care of 
in a general exemption. 

Not counting the administrative 
clauses, which were not made. public, 
and the,income tax section, which the 
committee has not yet perfected, the 
Senate committee has made about 300 
changes of rates in the House bill. But 
these changes modify the essential feat- 
ures of the House bill much less than 
was expected. It is a safe generaliza- 
tion to say that the Senate amendments 
carry out the principles of the House 
bill more completely than the House did 
iiself. And the rates of the Senate bili 
are lower, in general. than they were 
when they came from the House. 


Changes to Yield $5,000,000. 

Mr. Simmons estimated to-night that 
the Senate amendments would add a 
net inerease of about $5,000,000 to the 
revenues expected from the House bill. 
But this increase comes mostly~ from 
two- items—bananas and wine spirits. 
Raw materials in the committee amend- 
ments are placed almost invariably. on 
the free list, and general reductions on 
the finished grades accompany these 
changes. Only in the highest grades of 
manufacture has the committee applied 
the principle of differentials recognized 
in the House bill in a way to result in 
advances on the House rates. 

Mr. Simmons’s. statement explaining 
the Senate amendments to the House 
bill reads in part: , 

The chemical schedule remains sub- 
stantially as it came from the House, 
with the exception that certain vat col- 
ors, which enter largely into the manu- 
facture of cotton, woolen, and-other tex- 
tiles which the-House put on the dutiable 
list, have been transferred to the free 
list.’ Creosote oil, which is used prin- 
cipally for the preservation of timber, 
was taken from the dutiable and placed 


on the free ‘list. A’ slight increase in 
duty was made with reference to the

was not made that there was any dis- 
cussion between Mr. Steuer and myself 
of bringing any action against Mr. Er-

Since the trial of this action, i have 
phought a great deal about what 
testified to upon the trial and what oc- 
cured previously thereto, and in pur- 
suing the course that I have jin com- 
ing to Mr. Jerome and in making the 
affidavits, I have been actuated by the 
following motive: I felt that a serious 
wrong had been done Mr. Erlanger, 
and I desired to redress that wrcng so 
far as it lay in my power to do so. 
In her affidavit marked Exhibit 
B,” Miss 8t. Clair describes her pro- 
fessional relations with Mr. Erlanger 
from 1908 to 1900, and says of her 
testimony corncerning them at the trial: 
“T have become aware of the fact 
that in many respects the testimcny is 
inaccurate.”

My record is an open book, and when 
the time comes I will make an answer 
to those who are attacking me now. The 
only interesting part of that’ story is my 
side, and in my own time I will answer.

BOYS IN ROARD OF TRADE. 


Winston-Salem Experiment ‘Brings 
Youth Into Active Civic Work. 


Training boys for the responsibilities 
of citizenship has been undertaken in 
Winston-Salem, N, C,,. along broad 
lines. The characteristics of the plan 


are: Co-operation between the public 
schools and the local Board of Trade; 
estahlishment of a department of gov- 
ernment in the High School; ‘ and 
formation of a boys’ department, or a 
Juvenile ‘Club, as it is called, of the 
Board of Trade: 

At the beginning of the last school 
year, School Superintendent R. H. 
Latham began a course in government 
and economics; open’ to the senior stu- 
dents, and put the new department un- 
der the direction wf the Secretary of 
the Board*’of. Trade. The students 
learned the elements of Government, 
special attention being given to analy- 
sis of the city, coanty: State and Fed- 
eral Governments. uring the first 
term mock elections were ~ held, and 
the class. was successively organized as 
a City Council, a General Assembly, 
and the Congress of the United States. 

As a_result of this work the boys: de- 
veloped- tin active interest in public af- 
fairs. To hold this interest it was 
suggested that there be organized a 
Juvenile Club of the Board of Trade. 
Membership in the club 1s not limited 
to high school boys, for it was thought 
best. to open to all interested boys of 
the city a way to become identified 
with constructive civic work. : 

The ys have the privilege of at- 
tending regular meetings of the Board 


in.debates, but without voting power. 
Committee. :work is assigned them, and 
snecial meetings are held for them 
twice ‘a month, or. more frequently if 
the work demands. 

The first «employment of*members of 
the Juvenile Club was in the recent in- 
dustrial survey of Winston-Salem, con- 
ducted by the Board of Trade. In this 
work the boys visited local manufac- 
turing establishments and filled out a 
detailed schedule, in the same manner 
as do spvcial agents of the statistical 
bureaus of the Federal Government. 
They were héld responsible for the ac- 
curacy of their reports, and statistical 
tables of. much local: value were com- 
piled directly from their reports,

SULZER ACTS 10 END

SAYS NEED IS IMPERATIVE 


Governor Remarks That Mr. Blake’s 
Report Shows. Conditions Dis- 
graceful to the State. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, June 20.—Gov. Sulzer fol- 
lowed to-day the report of the Grand 
Jury of Westchester County, which was 
that a new prison should be built to 
take the place of Sing Sing. and that 
Sing Sing should be abandoned, by ap- 
pointing a Commission on New Prisons. 
The members are Simon W. Rosendale 
of Albany, Edwin M. Crocker of Byron, 
Commodore Albion V, Wadham of Wad- 
hams, Leon C. Weinstock of New York, 
and Charles W. Oberlander of Buffalo. 

“For years,’ the Governor said to- 
night, ‘the administrative require- 
ments of the State Prison Department 
have’ made it evident that a new State 
prison was imperatively necessary in 
this State. As far back as 1906 a com- 
mission for the purpose of selecting a 
site to erect a neW State prison was 
provided by the Legislature, and sev- 
eral different commissions have inves- 
tigated several different places with a 
view -of erecting a new State prison, 
but notwithstanding all the money that 
has been spent and all the time that has 
elapsed, no physical evidence exists of 
any advance in the Solution of this ad- 
ministrative problem. i 

‘Realizing some months ago the de- 
plorable conditions existing in our State 
prisons, I appointed a special Commis- 
sioner to examine into. this matter, 
which was done, and his report disclosed 
conuitions as existing which are a 
shame and disgrace upon prison admin- 
istration’ in the State of New York. 
The conditions set forth in this present- 
ment reflect discredit..on the prison 
administration of the State, and human- 
ity itself requires that in the interest of 
justice to the human beings that are un- 
fortunately confined therein, they be 
properly housed and cared for by intel- 
ligent and humane administration. 

“IT sincerely believe, and I hope that 
without unnecessary delay, this new 
Commission, now appointed by me, 
having availed itself of any informa- 
tion and statistics secured by the for- 
mer commissions which have concerned 
themselves with this matter of select- 
ing new sites for prisons, will be en- 
abled speedily to make definite and 
proper recommendations inthe ‘select- 
ing of a site for a new State prison, to 
the end that at the earliest possible 
day the State of New York may pos- 
sess an up-to-date, modern, sanitary 
and healthful State prison, located in 
the best possibie situation as regards 
the purposes to be accomplished. 

“It may be necessary, as urged in 
the presentment of the Grand Jury of 
Westchester County, to call upon the 
special session to provide funds for the 
use of this commission to carry out this 
worthy purpose, and, after consultation 
with the proper State authorities, in- 
cluding the State Centroller, in regard 
to the financial situation, I shall, if 
then deemed necessary, make recom- 
mendation by special message in that 
respect to this extraordinary session of 
the Legislature and hope that. under 
the circumstances it will* receive its 
favorable and prompt consideration. 

c. Vv. Collins, as Superintendent. of 
Prisons, urged, ‘seven or eight years 
ago, the building of a new prison to 
take the place of Sihg Sing. There were 
many deaths of prisoners, due to the 
poor sanitary conditions of the prison, 
which was antiquated and too small to 
accommodate properly the prison popu- 
lation. In the administration of Gov. 
Hughes legislative authority was given 
to procure a new site for a _ prison, 
and the commission bought Bear Moun- 
tain, on the west side of the Hudson, in 
Rockland and Orange Counties. The 
amount paid was $65,000. 

The site was regarded as well adapted 
fot prison purposes. An arrangement 
was made for clearing the ground and 
other work on the site by the prisoners 
of Sing Sing. There was much objection 
to the erection of a penal institution on 
such a sightly ground. Wealthy resi- 
dents offered land and money for the 
State park if the prison project were

A GOOD IDEA, BUT NOT FOR CEN- 
- TRAL PARK. 

The promoters of the plan to pro- 
vide agricultural object lessons for 
the poor children of New York de- 
serve encouragement. The idea of a 
city farm, with a chicken yard, barn, 
and dairy attached, to which the pub- 
lic school teachers may take the chil- 
dren of their classes for study, is in 
line with the latest developments of 
philanthropy. It is perfectly true that 
many children born and brought up in 
the crowded tenement districts never 
have seen the milking of a cow or 
a hen with her brood. They know 
nothing, except by hearsay, of the 
growing of fruits and vegetables. The 
tiny model farm would serve an ex- 
cellent educational purpose, and it is 
to be hoped that the benevolent and 
broad-minded persons who have 
planned it and have promised to pro- 
vide the money for the buildings will 
stick to their. purpose. 

As for the site of the farm, 
might be purchased in some spot that 
may be easily reached when the new 
quick transit system is completed, for 
very little money; but it is possible 
that room might be found for the 
farm either in Bronx Park, near the 
Botanical Gardens, or in Pelham Bay 
Park. There is no more room to 
spare in Van Cortlandt, while Clare- 
mont serves its purpose as:a wooded 
park’ for picnickers and persons in 








one 


If the farm Gould be placed in Bronx 
Park it would form an agreeable ad- 
junct to the Botanical Gardens, and 
‘would serve to interest others than 
the poor children, and the public parks 
should not, after all, be restricted to 
the use of any one class. 

A site in Central Park is quite out 
of the question. The project itself 
is most commendable, but when asso- 
ciated* with afresh demand for spe- 
cial privilege in the urban landscape 
garden, which has been protected 
from countless invasions of all sorts 
only by incessant vigilance, it becomes 
an exceedingly disagreeable subject. 
It is perfectly true that there are 
waste patches here and there in Cen- 
tral Park, for we have had few com- 
petent Park Commissioners, and, a 
good landscape architect’s powers are 
limited to his veto of plans of invasion 
and ruthless changes in the park de- 
sign. But Central Park is a recreation 
ground, not a place for educational 
work. The tiny model farm, with its 
cottage, Vegetable garden, orchard, 
dairy, cows, pigs, and chickens, can- 
not be placed there. 








CALUMNY IN PUBLIC LIFE. 

There is an odd result of the charges 
regarding speculative “ fliers’? by 
British Ministers. The charges were 
so much worse than the facts that 
those making them emerge from, the 
debate rather worse off than those 
they accused. If the charges had been 
that the Ministers had not observed 
standards becoming public men they 
might not have been able to defend 
themselves. But the charges were of 
corruption, and they are disproved 
and dismissed with a counter attack 
upon the motives of those making 
them. They are censured for not ac- 
cepting the regrets expressed for what 
actually was done, and for not with- 
drawing their unjust aspersions. Es- 
pecially offensive was the allegation 
made on the floor of the House that 
one of the investigators would com- 
municate privately what he was un- 
able to publish in his report. Small 
wonder was it that Sir Epwarp Grey 
asked if it was sure that the charges 
were ended by the result of the debate 
which had done irreparable harm to 
the Ministers criticised. He added, 
“Let us beware lest men of upright 
“character are driven out of life by 
“ reckless. calumny.” 

The sentiment is seetticn of an 
honorable and generous mind. Anda 
yet it might be wished that it had 
been uttered on another occasion. It 
is not desirable that acts like the Min- 
isters’ should be condoned too lightly 
any more than that they should be 
turned to partisan. use. Publicity is 
the best corrective of things. which 
cannot .endure publicity, and those 
doing what they would not like pub- 
lished. have no grievance in the fair 
publications of their secret acts. It is 
the aspersion and the innuendo which 
are wrongful, and of those reproaches 
to our standards of: public criticism 
we have more than aplenty and more 
than — England suffers ‘from. Our 
jomuninies are. sven by: public

Repeatedly Grand Juries of New 
York have been warned against too 
easy indictment. In the most recent 
case the Judge said: ‘‘ Be very care- 
“ful in your investigations of every 
“case presented to you. Many a 
“ hard-earned reputation has been de- 
“ stroyed by the filing of unnecessary 
“indictments, and the dismissal of an 
“indictment does not remove the 
“stigma upon a person’s name.” Said 
another New York Judge: “ This 
“country is not a modern Sodom and 
“Gomorrah, and never has been, and 
‘never less so than at the present 
“time,” that time being ‘during a 
newspaper discovery of a crime wave. 
In Pittsburgh under similar conditions 
indictments were nolled by scores. It 
is not too much to say that while con- 
victions have been numerous, yet 
there have also been too many indict- 
ments and too many prosecutions 
which have failed. In this country 
there has been a reign of terror of 
accusation and aspersion which happi- 
ly seems to be culminating, if it has 
not actually culminated. To the nec- 
“Let no guilty man 
escape,” there should be added an- 
other, “Let no innocent man be ac- 
cused.” The punishment of the wicked 
is for the protection of the good, but 
the persecution of good citizens for 
reasons of partisanship is not a bene- 
fit even to the bad. 

—_—_————— 
SOUND TARIFF CHANGES. 

The Senate Finance Committee has 
made some excellent amendments to 
the administrative portion of the 
Tariff bill-in response to the yzeneral 
sentiment of the business community. 
It has dropped the absurd 5 per cent. 
rebate on imports in Americzen bot- 
toms, a provision that would have 
violated more than a score cf com- 
mercial: treaties, It has struck out 
the provision authorizing the inspec- 
tion of the books of foreign manufact- 
urers, a matter on which the resent- 
ment abroad was so strong that par- 
ticipation in the Panama Exposition 
was withheld by several countries. It 
has dropped the provision intended to 
prevent “dumping” from foreign 
markets, leaving the present law in 
foree. Finally the committee adopted 
a provision for a joint commission 
from the Senate Finance Committee 
and the House Committee on Ways 
and Means to revise the administra- 
tive features of the law and report to 
the regular session in December. 

This last is a sound plan. 
administrative part of the law, 
it now stands, is simply a device for 
the prevention of foreign trade. It 
makes the restrictive principle of pro- 
tection worse and does more injustice 
than the high rates of duty on im- 
ports. 

By twists of classification the real 
burden of taxation is rendered more 
oppressive. The spirit of the d#amin- 
istrative clauses is, in fact, totally in- 
consistent with and opposed to the 
spirit of the Underwood Tariff bill. 
The Finance Committee of the Senate 
has done well in providing for a study 
of the subject. The law should be 
greatly. simplified n order to make 
honest import trade, subject to what- 
éver duties are imposed, as casy as 
possible. 

The central principle of the present 
law should be changed. It requires 
that duties be levied on the open 
market price of commodities in the 
place of their origin.‘ A far more 
equitable requirement would be that 
duties should be levied on cost prices 
fairly ascertained. With this intelli- 
gent and ‘intelligible Tule clearly es- 
tablished, all parties to import trans- 
actions would readily know their 
rights and their obligations. The, 
legitimate competition sought by: Mr. 
UNDERWOOD’s plan would be secifjred. 
A multitude of vexatious ambiguities 
and exactions would be done away 
with. The reformed tariff. which is 
intended to emancipate trade by lower 
duties ought not to be made op- 
pressive and obstructive by the con- 
tinuance of the present hampering 
modes of assessing and collecting 
those duties.

INTRA-BALKAN QUARRELS. 
Our cable dispatches report that the 
French Government has notified the 
Balkan States that no money will be 
loaned them unless they keep the 
peace with each other. The force 
thus brought to bear in the mainte- 
nance of peace is a powerful one. 
Every one of the four States of the 
recent alliance is poor, is heavily in 
debt, has incurred great expense in 
war, and needs much money to re- 
pair waste and to provide for imme- 
diate and pressing needs. If the 
Government of France speaks for the’ 
concert of Europe, as presumably it 
does, the Balkan States will finally 
submit to.the terms imposed. If only 
Pare. and Great Britain were really 
olved to ee their markets to 
this influen 
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have not yet submitted their re- 
spective claims before Russia.as a 
mediator .and continue to. talk 
angrily. The differences, arise from 
the terms of the treaty made :before 
the war was begun, which does not 
specifically cover all the territory 
that has been conquered. Bulgaria 
claims that her allies should be con- 
tent with what they expected when 
the treaty was made, while she 
should have all the territory she has 
occupied beyond what was expected. 
Servia and Greece’ reply that Bul- 
garia has broken an agreement that 
only strategic towns should be occu- 
pied, while they have strictly observed 
it. They insist ‘that the territory 
gained in Macedonia, the gain of 
which was not’ gontemplated when 
the ‘treaty was made, should now be 
divided on the ratio applied in the 
treaty: to land which the allies’ then 
hoped to conquer. Both Greece and 
Servia, but especially Greece, present 
the claims of nationality and, point 
out that less than a third of the pop- 
ulation which Bulgaria would control 
is Bulgarian, while more than half of 
it is Greek. 

Bulgaria has the practical advan- 
tage of actual possession and the 
further political advantage that it is 
the strongest, the most energetically 
governed, the most independent of 
the three States concerned. It stands 
to make better terms with the great 
Powers than either of the others. 
There are signs that it. has come to 
an understanding with _ Rumania, 
and if the two really work together 
their action might become a matter 
of some solicitude to Russia. But 
the keenest observers are agreed that 
the Powers will combine to keep the 
former callies in the Balkans from 
actual conflict, and the notification 
of the French Government as to loans 
is the first step in this direction.

TOPICS OF THE TIMEE. 


In its report on 
Sing Sing Prison the 
Grand Jury of West- 
chester County in- 
dicts, not the War- 
den and guards of that institution so 
much as, or at least no more than, it 
does the people of the State of New 
York, including the jurymen themselves, 
and it indicts them for sinning against 
light—a sin which every moralist and 
theologian declares to be mortal. 

Of course, not all of us have known 
the condition of things in that grim place 
of sequestration, but we were charged 
with an obligation to know, in a general 
way, if not definitely, how we were 
treating our criminals, and our responsi- 
bility for the horrors described in this 
presentment is hardly less than is that 
of the various departmental and super- 
visory officials whose voluntarily as- 
sumed and sworn duty it was to keep 
our prisons decently in accord with mod- 
ern ideas. 

It is true. that thoes: officials have 
rather frequently . reported. that Sing 
Sing was out of date and overcrowded, 
but they have not till now revealed, or 
at any rate, have not made us realize, 
that this prison, so near the country’s 
greatest and richest city, duplicated in 
everything except the use of rack and 
thumbscrew all the enormities of me- 
diaeval dungeons. We read the Blake 
reports with something of equanimity 
because they were followed by the 
prompt charge that political motives 
lay behind their worst features, but Mr. 
BLAKE was almost mild in comparison 
with the Grand Jury, and the latter can- 
not reasonably be suspected of making 
things out worse than they really are. 

In the light of these disclosures, the 
frequent protegts against the ‘‘ cod- 
dling ’’ of criminals take a new mean- 
ing, for it seems that while we have 
allowed our Judges to condemn men to 
varying periods of confinement, presum- 
ably deserved, quite different penalties, 
ranging through most degrees of phys- 
ical and mental torture, have been in- 
flicted. Those whom the effects of this 
treatment on the criminals themselves 
do not much concern may be more 
moved when they reflect upon thé indi- 
rect consequences, many of which fall 
on those of us behind whom prison doors 
have not closed. «It is almost amusing to 
recall that the population of the State 
includes more than a few men with repu- 
tations as advanced penologists. We 
would have been spared humiliation and 
disgrace had they been less advanced 
and more efficient.

when somebody else uses a word with 
which they happen to be unfamiliar. 
This is an experience to which even the 
possessors of large vocabularies are 
constantly subjected, for the number of 
old words, especially in a composite lan- 
guage like English, is far too large for 
anybody to know them all, and the man- 
ufacture of new words, always active in 
living nations, is now going on more 
briskly. than ever before in history, for 
never..before were there sO-many new 
things and doings to demand names., 

There is no disgrace, therefore, in 
meeting a linguistic stranger, while to 
do so always is or ought to be interest- 
ing, pleasant, and useful. The latest of- 
fense of this kind committed on this 
page, it seems, was the use of the word 
‘pituitary ’’ in the sense of its rela- 
tion to gigantism. At any rate, so one 
of our readers treats it in a particularly 
well-written letter in which indignation 
is masked with irony. He has looked the 
word up in the dictionary, and therefore 
is wiser and better equipped for con- 
verse with his fellows than hitherto, but 
of gratitude for service rendered he 
shows not a bit. He does not even re- 
joice over the fact that he can now joke 
the haughty members of the medi¢éal 
professionon the frequericy with. which 
they use words like this one, embalming 
a mistaken observation or conclusion of 
their revered predecessors, for it is now 
well known that the pituitary gland‘is 
not at all pituitary; and.that to call it so 
is nonsense. --Anéd-is--it: nothing: to our 
sarcastic reader that he is now well 
started on the study of vestigial organs 
in the human body, than‘which nothing 
in anatomy is more informing as to both 
ontogeny and phylogeny? He should 
learn that every word is a key and that 
he ate have too many of them.

For these changes, by leaving 
the great American market still open to 
the feathers of any birds killed for food 
or on the plea that they are ‘‘ pests,’’ re- 
move practically all restrictions. The 
non-edible species of birds are very few, 
while those that couldn’t and wouldn’t 
be eaten by somebody if it paid to do so 
are still less numerous. Few, too, are 
the bird tribes with valuable feathers 
against whom the charge of harmfulness 
would not be brought by interested’ wit- 
hesses, and ignorance has allotted bad 
reputations to many either entirely. in- 
nocent or paying for a little injury with 
much service. 

The Senators have not been “ capt- 
ured ’’; they have merely allowed them- 
selves to be overpersuaded by plausible 
arguments, most of which, though false 
in part or whole, are usually made hon- 
estly enough. There is nothing to do ex- 
cept to present the facts to them, care- 
fully and patiently. One can still hope 
that this will be as effective in the Sen- 
ate as it was in the House. Only too 
quick despairers will conclude that all is 
lost by the friends of the wild birds, 
just because a new and unexpected dan- 
ger has appeared. 


SALARIES OF COLLEGE MEN. 


Misleading to Compare Them with 
Those of Non-Graduates. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

It seems strange that the old inductive 
fallacy that the financial value of a college 
education can be determined by comparing 
the wages of graduates with non-graduates 
should come up year after year. It seems 
strange that Northwestern University should 
let such figures as have recently been pub- 
lished appear as the result of a serious effort 
to compute the effect on salaries of a colle- 
giate training. According to your reports, 
the average salary of graduates is compared 
with the average salary for all male workers 
taken from census records. 

The fallacy is that of overlooking the force 
of selection. College. men are a _ selected 
group. . They come largely from families of 
influence, wealth, and ambition. They are 
able to help their sons succeed, whether they 
ever see a college or not. Or the college 
man-may be poor, but with more than aver- 
age intelligence and determination to suc- 
ceed. College men as a selected group have 
a tremendous advantage over the common 
run of men, because either of heredity or a 
specially favorable environment. It could per- 
haps be proved just as easily by such statis- 
tical methods that college life (a) hal no 
appreciable influence on salary success, or 
(b) even proved a great handicap. 

No one is interested, it seems, to attempt 
to demonstrate that a college education does 
not pay, (since the death of Mr. Crane of 
Chicago,) and generally such crude and puer- 
fle statistics as those recently printed go 
unchallenged. 

Until some one, is able to compute the in- 
fluence of the selection factors mentioned, 
no one will know what effect a college 
course has on the salaries of men.

ARMENIANS IN PERIL. 


Miss Blackwell Urges Their Protec- 
_ tion by the Powers. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Among the startling changes going on 
to-day in the Orient many Americans 
are hoping that something of benefit to 
the Armenians may come out of the 
bubbling caldron. Hope is now given to 
other oppressed peoples. The Armenians 
have suffered still longer and more se- 
verely. Now, while a door of deliver- 
ance is opening for others, they are 
threatened with fresh massacres. 

Disquieting news has come to the Ar- 
menian Patriarchate at Constantinople 
from Van, Moush, Bitlis, Seghert, Diar- 
bekir, Erzingan, and Cilicia. Every- 
where the conditions are bad and .con- 
tinuous oppression is reported. Bands 
of Kurds and Bashibazouks are killing 
Armenians and plundering and burning 
Armenian villages. The Turkish Gov- 
ernment has lost its prestige, Moslem 
fanaticism is rising, and everywhere 
there are threats of a general massacre. 
In the Province of Van the Kurdish 
tribes have refused to pay their taxes 
and are trying to start an independent 
Kurdish kingdom. With this aim. their 
chiefs have formed a league, under the 
protection, it is said, of the Russian 
Government, in the Caucasus. After set- 
tling the Balkan question, it looks as if 
Turkey would be faced at once by a 
Kurdish question and a Syrian question. 

Though for many years the Turkish 
Government has shown marked favorit- 
ism to the wild Kurds, Albanians, and 
Arabs, inciting them against their Chris- 
tian neighbors and letting them plunder 
and kill with impunity, yet now, when 
the Government is in straits, they are 
the first to secede and seek indepen- 
dence. 

The Armenians, so long oppressed and 
so often massacred in the past, ren- 
dered their military service faithfully in 
the last war. But while they were fight- 
ing side by side with the Turks, their 
families were left unprotected, at the 
mercy of the Kurds; and many Arme- 
nian soldiers returned home to find that 
their sisters or wives had been carried 
off by Kurds or Turks, and that the 
Turkish Government had made no effort 
to prevent it. For generations that Gov- 
ernment has shown itself chronically un- 
grateful, persecuting, torturing, and 
massacring the most steady and indus- 
trious element of the population. The 
Ottoman Empire has long been sowing 
the wind. It looks now as though it 
were about to reap the whirlwind. 

At present Turkey is obliged to listen 
to the voice of Europe. In the fresh ad- 
justment now being made of the Eastern 
question, definite provision should be 
made to improve the condition of the 
Armenians, and to put them under some 
effcient European protection.

AMERICANS \NS IN MEXICO. 


Order for lenoininionss Retreat 
Not Conducive to Our Interest. 


To the Ba‘tor of The New York Tinea: 


“An. order was issued some time ago 
for Americans to leave Mexico, It. has 
never been revyoked.’’—Secretary Bryan to 
an American delegation. 


“Americans should leave Mexico and 
stay out of there. until peace and order 
are restored.’’—Senator Bacon, Chairman 
of the Senate Committee on Foreign Re- 
lations. 

Can any American conceive a more 
humiliating foreign policy for this na- 
tion? 

Is it possible ‘that Secretary Bryan 
and Senator Bacon know what this pro- 
gramme would mean? 

Do they not realize that the very sug- 
gestion of such an ignominious retreat’ 
practically will remove the last thread 
of prestige from Americans and this 
country in Mexico? 

Is it possible that Washington does 
not understand that such an abandon- 
ment of Americans by their own Gov- 
ernment will be taken by the lawless 
elements as official notice that they can 
abuse Americans and destroy their prop- 
erty with impunity? 

Under former normal conditions there 
were about 40,000 Americans in Mexico. 
Many of them have left the country dur- 
ing the last three years of trouble, but 
thousands remain who cannot leave. 
And why should they be compelled to 
do so? Has the day arrived when 
Americans must remain within the con- 
fines of our national territory if we ex- 
pect to receive any help from our Gov- 
ernment? 

Must Americans who have gone to 

Mexico when the country was at peace 
and invested their money and their labor 
in building up a business, developing a 
mine or a plantation, or in extending 
American trade, abandon their property, 
to loot and begin a’ weary march over 
mountain and desert, to encounter al- 
most certain danger of rebel and bandit 
attack? 
Has Americanism sunk to such a level 
that at the sign of danger we say to 
our nationals abroad: “Cut and, run. 
for home; we can do nothing to help 
you.” 

Such a policy as is at present being 
displayed at Washington can have but 
one result, 

The United States must give up its 
ideas of continuing as a world power. 

We must cease to consider ourselves 
as a dominant factor in international 
affairs. 

We must withdraw into our provincial 
shell and go back into the middle of the 
last century. 

We must renounce our ideas of con- 
quering foreign trade. 

When Americans abroad are in danger 
we will not say to the nation that 
should be responsible for their safety: 
‘*You protect them or we will.’ 

And, particularly, such a red-blooded 
policy would be impossible with a Gov- 
ernment with which we were not ex- 
changing formal correspondence. 

The attitude of the United States 
actually has encouraged revolution in 
Mexico. 

It has emboldened rebels and bandits 
to attack Americans who would have 
been safe if a robust announcement 
from Washington had warned them that 
they did such things at their personal 
peril.

been destroyed. 

I firmly believe that much of this 
loss of both life and property could 
have been saved by a firm policy from 
Washington that would have demanded 
protection for Americans and, failing to 
secure it, exacted prompt compensation 
for the injured and punishment for the 
offenders. 

There are some ideals of procedure, 
even for a republic, that simply do not 
apply when dealing with the rebel ele- 
ment of a country that, in a little more 
than two years, has overthrown an or- 
derly and benevolent dictatorship, at- 
tempted to set up an ideal democracy, 
finished with that, and returned to-mili- 
tary rule and still is fighting. 

Through the centuries Mexico has 
known nothing and respected nothing in 
government but one that could enforce 
its decrees by military force. And, since 
the great bulk of the people can appre- 
ciate nothing else at home, how futile it 
is to believe that a policy of considera- 
tion and humility from abroad would be 
considered anything but a display of 
weakness. 

American investments in Mexico total 
something upward of a billion dollars. 
The United States supplies something, 
like 60 per cent. of all that Mexico im- 
ports. Of the eighty-eight countries with 
which the United States does business 
only seven buy more from us than Mex- 
ico. 

Just now we are paying compliments 
to Brazil because of the distinguished 
guest who is here, and we are talking of 
the importance of trade relations and 
the necessity of enlarging them. 

Our export business with Mexico is al- 
ready twice as large as with Brazil and 
we are throwing it away. Mexico buys 
almost as much from us as we do from 
her. We take five times as much from 
Brazil as we sell in that country. 

American exports to Mexico are twice 
as great as to either China or the Phil- 
ippines, and much larger than the ex- 
ports to all.the six nations of Central 
America combined. 

Mexico is our next door neighbor. We 
have been the next friend, business ad- 
viser, financier, the dominating factor, 
during all the great development there 
of the last quarter of a century. 

And now Washington, our own Gov- 
ernment, tells us to get out, to drop the 
accumulations of a lifetime, to leave our 
property to certain ruin and destruction, 
to beat an ignominious retreat and allow 
the representatives of other nations to 
step in and fill our places in interna- 
tional business, in development, and in 
friendly intercourse, private and official. 

Get out and stay out until peace and 
order is restored! What will there be to 
go back to?

Celebration Commission, Bids 
Too Many Veterans to. 
Gettysburg. 
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GOVERNMENT CAN’T AID IT 








Secretary Garrison. Has Money 
Only to Take Care of 40,000 
Old Soldiers. 


WASHINGTON, June 20.—Ten thou- 
sand veterans who are planning to take 
part in the semi-centennial celebration 
and blue-and-gray reunion on Gettys- 
burg battlefield next month will find 
themselves without quarters or sub- 
sistence, unless the Celebration Com- 
mission can ,make extra provision for 
them, The War Department has been 
notified that 50,000 veterans will at- 
tend, but there are funds to care for 
only 40,000, and Secretary Garrison in- 
formed the commission to-day that he 
would not accept responsibility for the 
additional number. The Secretary sent 
this telegram to the commission. 

If you have arranged that 10,000 in addi- 
tion are to attend you must provide the 
funds to take care of.them. There are no 
funds availabie to me for this purpose, and 
I am positively prohibited by express acts 
of Congress from incurring one dollar's 
worth of expense over and. above the 
amounts specifically appropriated for this 
particular purpose. Should I do so I 
would not only disobey the express law, but 
would lay myself open both to civi) and 
eriminal liability. 

If you have committea yourself’ to the 
entertainment of more than the 40,000 
initially expected you must make it per- 
fectly plain to all those over 40,000 that 
the responsibility is entirely yours and 
that you will provide for them. I have 
no facilities nor any prospect of getting any 
which enable me to do more than take 
care of the 40,000 who up to this time have 
been the expected number. 

Discussing the situation, 
Garrison said: 

“Unless the commission is in a posi- 
tion to supply the money needed for 
the additional and unprovided-for. ex- 
pense, it will have created an alarming 
condition of affairs. The commission 
has been making all the arrangements 
with respect to those who are to par- 
ticipate. The camp itseif was placed by 
Congress under the care of the Secre- 
tary of War. The appropriation from 
Congress and all previous arrangements 
have been based on an estimated at- 
tendance of 40,000 veterans. At this 
late date I am informed by the depot 
quartermaster on the ground that the 
commission has advised him that we 
must provide for 50,000. 

“* If 50,000 should come, a most serious 
situation would be encountered. I simply 
have not the means to take care of more 
than the. 40,000 originally planned for, 
and I have no way of procuring any ad- 
ditional means.”’ )

The churches will hold special 
patriotic services on Sunday morning.

The size of the canvas is 2954 
by 2484 inches.. It is of supreme 
quality, but very badly damaged.’ The 
bidding. was animated and resulted in 
Tooth obtaining the picture for 
$45,000. It is said that the purchase 
was effected on behalf of an American 
collector. 


MEXICAN FIGHT IN STREETS. 


Federals and Rebels in a Long Bat- 
tle—Outcome Uncertain. 


DOUGLAS, Ariz., June 20.—From be- 
hind houses and walls and from roofs 
the forces of Gen. Ojeda and the Con- 
stitutionalist leader, Gen. Obregon, have 
been battling in the town of Ortiz, forty- 
five -miles north of Guaymas, for two 
days. Conflicting reports of the combat 
reached here to-day, but it is believed 
that when darkness stopped the fight- 
ing to-night the advantage lay with the 
Federals, although they numbered only 
4,000, against the 5,000 Constitutionalists 
under Obregon. : 

Federal agents from Guaymas brought 
the information that Odeja with his en- 
tire effective force took the aggres- 
sive and fell on Obregon, who was in 
line of battle at Ortiz yesterday morn- 
ing. It was related that the real fight- 
ing was renewed at close quarters ‘in 
the streets to-day and the Federals 
forced the rebels to retreat toward 


Hermosillo. 

That information was brought to the 
Mexican Consul here, but the Constitu- 
tionalist funta asserts that it had advices 


to the reverse effect, and that the State 
troops -had cut off Ojeda’s line of re- 
treat toward Guaymas, the Federal base 
on the Gulf of California. 

F. Rivera, revolutionary Governor of 
Sinaloa, left Agua Prieta to-day after 
winning from the Constitutionalist Con- 
ference there a promise that the Sonora 
insurrectos would endeavor to raise an 
army of 40,000 men for a campaign in 
Sinaloa. Rivera is on his way to Ortiz, 
where the Carranazistas are facing the 
Federal commander, Ojeda, for a decis- 
ive battle. 

The Sonora State Government is re- 
ported to have issued an order that the 
rebels shall collect and keep for war 
purposes all rents accruing from prop- 
erty within the State. This order affects 
the property owned by foreigners as well 
as that of Mexicans. 


MEXICO CITY, June 20.—Fifty million 
dollars of the Mexican Government loan 
may not be available for six months, ac- 
cording to an explanatory statement to 
the public made by the Minister of Fi- 
nance to-day. Thirty million dollars, he 
says, will be at the disposition of the 
Government after June 26, and the re- 
mainder in the form of two options of 
six months each. He continues: 

“The only thing to prevent a_ con- 
summation of the transaction will be 
that conditions in Mexico become so bad 
as to make the placing of the bonds by 
the bankers impossible.”’ 


New Kind of Opera for Vaudeville. 

A-new corporation has been formed 
by Franklin Hopkins, John Lorenz, and 
Raymond Shaw, to introduce into 
vaudeville the instruments of the man- 
dolin family, so much exploited in New 


York concerts last season. An or- 
chestra of seventeen players, most of 
them taken from the Metropolitan 
Opera orchestra, will be used, and 
James Bradford will be the conductor. 
The orchestra will present selections 
from popular operas, the vocal parts 
being sung by Mr. Lorenz, who has ap- 
peared here with Mme. Schumann- 
Heink, and by Mme. Frances Lloyd, a 
dramatic soprano, formerly with the 
Aborn Opera Company. The. produc- 
tion will be first presented as ‘‘ A Night 
at the Opera,”’ at Keith’s Union Square 
Theatre, in the week of June 30.

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FIGHT ON MEDIATION PLAN. 


Secretary Wilson Oposes Change in 
Arbitrating Railway Disputes. 


WASHINGTON, June 20.—Vigorous 
opposition from the new Department of 
Labor to the. proposed Arbitration and 
Mediation act, prepared by the rail- 
roads and railroad brotherhoods for en- 
actment by Congress ,was voiced to-day 
when the measure was presented to a 
joint session of the House and Senate 
Interstate Commerce Committees. 

Secretary Wilson appeared and criti- 
cized the new measure as going beyond 
the necessities of the hour. Sie sug- 
gested that the only emergency legisla- 
tion needed. was an increase of the size 
of the Board of Mediators under the 
Erdman act. z 

Seth Low, President: of the National 
Civic Federation, had informed the com- 
_mittee that the railroads and brother- 
hoods had’ agreed upon a new Dill, 
which would create a Commissioner of 
Mediation and Conciliation, appointed 
by and responsible only to the Presi- 
dent. Mr. Low had said the present 
act, designating the Comimssioner of 
Laber, now a subordinate in the. De- 
partment of Labor, and a:member of 
the Commerce Court as Mediators, was 
not designed to meet modern conditions. 


EX-SENATOR T. M. NORWOOD 


Georgia Jurist Dies in Savannah at 
the Age of 83 Years. 
SAVANNAH, Ga., June 20.—Judge 
Thomas M. Norwood, United States Sen- 
ator in the forty-ninth and fiftieth Con- 
gresses, died at his home here last night. 
He was 83 years old. 














Thomas Manson Norwood was born in 
Talbot County, Ga., April 26, 1830, was 
gtaduated from Emory College in 1850, 
taught school, studied law, and was ad- 


mitted to the bar in 1852. He was prac- 
ticing his profession in Savannah at. the 
beginning of the civil war and joined 
the Confederate forces, resigning his 
seat in the State Legislature. In 1871 
he was chosen United States Senator 
and served until 1877. He wrote a 
number of political articles and pam- 
phlets which were widely read in his 
State. He was the candidate for Gov- 
ernor in 1880 of one of two factions of 
the Democratic Party. From 1885 to 
1889 he was again a member of the 
Georgia Legislature, and from 1896 to 
1908 he was a judge of the City Court 
of Savannah. He was the author of 
several books, including ‘‘Plutocracy, 
or American White Slavery,’’ a_politi- 
cal-social novel; ‘‘Mother Goose, Carved 
by a Commentator,” and ‘ Patriotism, 
Democracy, or Empire—a Satire.’’ 


DR. DIX’S BODY MOVED. 


Placed Beneath Altar of Memorial 
Chapel in. Trinity Churchyard. 


The body of Morgan. Dix, late rector 
of Trinity Parish, was moved yester- 
day afternoon from Trinity Cemetery 
on Washington Heights to a tomb be- 
neath the altar of the new Dix Me- 
morial Chapel, which stands in Trinity 
Churchyard, at the northwest corner 
of old -‘Trinity Church. 


At 4 o'clock a procession headed by 
a crucifer entered the north gate of 
Trinity Churchyard on Broadway and 
wound between. the crumbiing grave 
stones of the old churchyard, finally 
peering into the little chapel through 
ts westerly portal. This procession, 
which acted as an escort for the body, 
was composed of the clergy of Trinity 
Church, the vicars of the eight chap- 
els, Trinity’s Vestry. and the Rev. Will- 
iam T. Manning, rector of the parish. 
Dr. Manning conducted a brief service. 
The members of Dr, Dix’s immediate 
family were present. 

The new chapel, only recently com- 
pleted, has not yet been dedicated, al- 
though this ceremonial is set for All 
Saints’ Day, Nov. 1. The chapel was 
built as a memorial to Dr. Dix. whose 
death occurred on April 29; 1908..

‘Say Our Free Wool Is Going 
to Help Them and Us, Too. 


SHARE FARMING SUCCEEDS 


Better Business Expected Through 
the Defeat of the Labor Party 
by the Liberals. 


The whole of Australia is thoroughly 
aroused to the possibilities growing out 
of the promised tariff legislation by 
Congress, according to Leslie E. Walker 
of. Victoria, and R. McEnnally of Syd- 
ney, who arrived at the Imperial yester- 
day. Mr. Walker’ is manager of 
Challicum Station, a big sheep and 
cattle raising ranch, and a stockholder 
in the company which owns it;-and Mr. 
McEnnally is a’ merchant, who im- 
ports lumber and fruit. One peculiarity 
of the visit-of these two Australians 
to New York is that they are not on 
their way to, or coming back from 
England. Ninety-nine Australians who 
visit New York are on their way round 
the world. Mr: Walker and Mr. Mc- 
Enally have come from Australia by 
way of Vancouver, and are seeing New 
York for the: first time. 

“The. prospect of. American free 
trade has. aroused a tremendous lot 
of interest in Australia,’’ said Mr. 
Walker. Free wool will mean that 
‘American buyers will compete in our 
market, and this will stimulate wool 
producing. in our country. A lot of the 
wool vroduced at our station came to 
America last year, but, of course, on 
account.of your tariff, the great bulk 
of Australian wool has hitherto gone 
to Europe. On our place we clip 20,000 
head of sheep per year, keep 4,000 head 
of cattle and 300 horses, and last yéar 
grew 20,000 bags of wheat. Our ranch 
contains: 20,000 acres. 

Of course, the new tariff. legislation 
will provide a great opportunity gfor 
Australian beef in this country, but it 
will affect us personally far more in 
regard to our wool, for American buy- 
ers will now be able to bid up in the 
market at Geelong, which is our near- 
est seaport. patie 

‘*In Australia, of late, we have been 
going into share farming extensively, 
and this has proved a great thing both 
for the large owner and the small 
farmer. We let ground to a desirable 
farmer, and we find one-third of the 
seed and manure, and get one-third of 
the product for rental. The farmer, 
of course, has the remainder for his 
share, and in some cases this has 
proved a very big return upon his in- 
vestment. I know of one man, for in- 
stance, who with a plant valued at 
$1,000, and consisting of horses and 
machinery, undertook last year to farm 
200 acres of crop on shares. His two- 
thirds amounted to 1,260Q.bags of wheat, 
equivalent to $3,150, and that for five 
months’ work. This coming year he 
will be in a position to extend his 
operations verv much. We have 4,000 
acres- of our own property under 
Se this year on the same prin- 
ciple. 

“* There is no question that the United 
States will benefit as well as Australia 
from the new tariff law in increased 
sale of American goods in’ Australia. 
Mr. McEnnally and I have met many 
Americans’ who have been going over 
to look into trade possibilities, and we 
know also of others who have gone over 
= Pre wool in anticipation of free 

ade. 

* Australia is getting a great deal of 
immirration from England just now. 
You see we-have a white man’s coun- 
try, and our immigration laws keep 
out Asiatics and anybody who is not 
a. white’: man, though perhaps an oc- 
ceasional American negro comes in. 
Japanese cannot come into Australia 
to live. There are about 2,000 of them 
in the country, but they all came in 
before our present immigration laws 
went into effect some ten years ago. 
Your California ~people delayed their 
legislation too long and that is why 
your present difficulty has arisen. We 
have an educational test which practi- 
cally keeps out anybody that we don’t 
want to get into our country. We can 
test an immigrant in seven different 
languages.” 

os usiness is pretty good in Aus- 
tralia,” said Mr. McEnnally,-in answer 
to a question. “We handle a great 
deal of Oregon pine, though we are get- 
ting some Pacific pine from Siberia and 
Japan. About the most interesting 
thing in Australia just now is the result 
of the recent elections, which were held 
in May. The Labor Government was 
ousted, and the Liberals got in. The ef- 
fect of the elections will be to open up 


‘the banks and give a lift’ to business 


generally. The Labor Government has 
been successful in some respects, but as 
might have been expected, it has pro- 
duced too much class legislation. On 
the other hand, the labor unions had 
been looking forward to having so much 
mere class legislation adopted that they 


‘have been disappointed. We have had 


a continual turmoil! of strikes ever since 
the Labor Party came into power, about 
threg years ago. One particular law 
that was passed which was distinctly a 
piece of class legislation, was that limit- 
ing the Australian Gas Light. Company

of the richest corporations in our coun- 
try, and has a monopoly.” ; a 
“The effort to break up big estates by 
a progressive land tax has not been en- 
Oey successful,” said Mr. Walker. 
“ While the effect in many cases has 
been to cut up property, some owners 
refused to be scared and have hung on 
in the hope of a change in Government. 
Such a tax is all right, if property is 
free of encumbrance, but if owing to 
bad seasons it has had to be mortgaged, 
its effect is naturally to make owners 
sell out and leave. the country in dis- 


gust. 

“While we haven’t seen much of New 
York ag yet, we did walk to this hotel 
from the Grand Central Terminal, and 
we found much to admire in the nice, 
clean streets and their width, and the 
control of traffic, which is better than 
in any city we saw in Canada. During 
our trip from Vancouver _to New York 
we were much impressed by the vast 
quantities of fresh water which are run- 
ning to waste in this continent. If we 
had some of your waste water in Aus- 
tralia we. should easily become a very 
great. country. ~ 

“The new Premier of Australia will 
probably be Joseph Cook. He has been: 
in Parliament for twenty years. . 

“Besides <class. legislation. what 
brought about the down“all of the labor 
government?” Mr. McEennally was 
asked. : 

“There was some talk of more pro- 
tection,” he replied, ““and as a cry in 
the last election, this got support troin 
some of the manufacturars, but it was 
not enough.” 

“T think the main cause,’ remarked 
Mr. Walker, “was the women’s vote. 
The Labor Party ewes its deteiz to the 
wives of the jaboring men. Women vete 
generally in Australia: in fact, tuiliire 
to vote is punishable by a fine. The 
women reason better than their hus- 
bands; they saw that times were get- 
ting harder, and that if wages were in- 
creasing, the vost of ‘iving was going 
up in greater proportion,. and that’ dur- 
ing the period of labor rule they were 
not benefiting as much. as_ they had 
under a Liberal Government, so they 
voted in accordance with their experi- 
ence, aS well as their convictions.

OHSOL DEFENDS HIMSELF. 


Says: He Is Neither Revolutionist 
Nor Spy, but an American Citizen. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., June 20.—Jo- 
hann Gottfried Ohsol, who was driven 
from Russia because of his revolution- 
ary views, and:-is now accused in a re- 
port from Riga, his native town, of be- 
ing an agent of the Russian secret po- 
lice, to-day denied that-he was either a 
revclutionist or a police spy. He is a 
citizen of the United States. With his 
wife, Ohsol, who is 34 years of age, is 
living modestly in this city. Since i909; 
with some interruptions, he has been a 
student in the Harvard Graduate Schoo), 
specializing in economics. In 1911-1912 
he was an assistant in an economics 
course, and he is now working on a 
thesis for the degree of Doctor of :Phi- 
lesophy, which he hopes to. receive in 
the Fall. Then: he expects to teach. 

“I have been living quietly in the 
United States,’’ said Ohsol, “aud I am 
now a citizen, having’ taken cut my 
final: papers last year. The report that 
I am in the service of the police states 
also that I am ‘a Social Revolutionist. 
That is not true. In the Duma I was 
a@ member of the Social Democratic 
Party, which about corresponis to the 
Socialist Party in the United States. 

“I do not- understand the source of 
this report, and am surprised that an 
attack is made against me ai this iate 
date. As far as Russia gves, i now 
look upon her as a foreign country, for I 
am an American citizen by adoption.

CAR TRUST IS UPHELD. 


Court Sustains New York Central 
Equipment Certificates. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, June 20.—Justice Chester 
of the Supreme Court to-day upheld 
the legality of the New York Central 
lines’ $24,000,000 issue of equipment 
trust certificates authorized by the Pub- 
lic Service Commission. The validity 
of the issue was attacked by Clarence 
H. Venner and the Continental Securl- 
ties Company, minority stockholders of 
the New York Central and ,Michigan 
Central Railroads,. two of the six rail- 
roads comprising the New York Central 
lines involved. They held. that the 
equipment agreement bound each of the 
railroads. for the obligations ef the 
other companies. 

The railroads contended that the com- 
mon use of equipment,was necessary to 
the -proper conduct of transportation. 

“The fact:that the single company,” 
says Justice Chester, “now controls 
direetly or indirectly “the Lake Shore, 
the Michigan Central, the Canada- 
Southern, and other lines carrying traf- 
fic between Buffalo and Chicago, when 
there are several competing lines be- 
tween those points and all under Gov- 
ernmental control, is not sufficient 
cause to hold that this single control, 
or the agreement made for the benefit 
of all concerned in it, should be con-

demned as a violation of what is known 
as the Sherman act of Congress.”’

AUTO WOES 86 5 MILES 
ON A GALLON OF GAS 


Long Island Test Surpasses All 


More Motor Trucks Used. 


An automobile was driven eighty-six 
and a fraction miles on one ga@ilon of 
gasoline on’ Long Island yesterday. 
This remarkable performance exceeded 
any previous record for an: automobile. 
The mileage was some three times that 
made by a water-cooled motor, and 
nearly twice as much as that miade 
previously by an air-cooled motor of the 
game type as the one used-in yester- 
day’s test. The car was driven by its 
owner, S. G. Averell, who took with him 
as official observer, Herbert Chase, 
Laboratory Chief of the Automobile 
Club of America. The car had many 
structural novelties, but used.a regular 
four-cylinder Franklin air-cooled motor 
and a Necomb carburetor, without the 
starter. 

The car, with its two passengers, 
weighed 1,950 pounds, or a little less 
than a ton. The result, ‘therefore, 
showed efficiency of 86. ton miles a 
gallon, which has never been approach- 
ed, even by a motor truck, under the 
most favorable circumstances. The gas- 
oline was furriished by the A. C. A., and 
was of 63 gravity. The car was without
